Commoner’s group, the 
Center for the Biology of 
Natural Systems, found in 
preliminary tests that ham¬ 
burger cooked at high tem¬ 
peratures and in znetal grills 
causes mutations in the 
bacteria in the meat. His 
group is affiliated with the 
Washington University in 
St. Louis. 

Known as the Ames Test, 
the testing procedure is run 
on Independent life forms 
such as bacteria. It is based 
on the theory a substance 
that causes bacteria to 
change Its form, or become 
a mutant, will also be a 
cancer-causing agent in 
00% of the casos. 

Commoner's roaoarch as¬ 
sociate, David Krlobel, said 
tho group is certainly not 
advocating poopie stop 
eating meat, only that the 
cooking method be ■ 
changed. 

Krlebel said metal in 
grills and frying pans 
conducts heat extremely 
well and it Is the high tem¬ 
peratures that cause the 
changes in the meat. He 
said to broil the meat at less 
Intense temperatures. 

Kriebel said Commoner 
decided to release the 
preliminary material now to 
warn the public and also 
because it is so easy to 
reduce the risk of cancer by 
lupt changing cooking 
i methods.

Research shows hamburger cooked at 
high temperatures may be carcinogenic 

A noted biologist Bald last week hamburger meat cooked too long at temperatures 
above 300 degrees Fahrenheit may produce carcinogenic [cancer-causing] substances 
but the extent of the risk is yet unknown. 

According to on Associated Press report, Barry Commoner of Washington Univer- 
Btiy's Center for Biology of Natural Substances in St. Louis, said the composition of the 
substances had not been determined and, until that is done, tests on animals cannot be 
performed. 

He said research bad shown that the substances, caUed mutagens, might develop in 
hamburgers cooked at high temperatures, which most often occurs with frying pans, 
electric homo hamburger-cooking appliances and large electric grills in some restau¬ 
rants. 

Mutagens, he said, are agents that can cause genetic changes. Scientists say that 
almost all mutagens can cause cancer. 

Apparently the critical factors are the cooking temperature and the time of cook- 
jng, hosuid. "The temperatures produced by a broiler or a microwave oven are not as 
hot as those produced in an electric hamburger-maker, and therefore produce fewer 
mutngons. 

For tuna tely," Commoner said, "our results also show that regardless of how large 
or small it eventually turns out to bo, the risk con be reduced to zero by choosing an 
appropriate cooking procedure." 

Ile said mutngena also wore found in some commercial food preparations that Include 
beef extract. He explained that beef extract must contain 20% or less water and be 
prepared from boof stock usually by boiling the stock for a long time to form a paste. 

Commoner said research in laboratories at the center in St. Louis found no mutagens 
in beof stock. 8

Cattle and coIvob on feod 
May 1 for slaughter in the 
seven states preparing 
monthly estimates totaled 
7,861,000. 9% more than a 
year ago and 5% more than 
May 1, 1976. 

Marketings of fed cattle 
during April totaled 
1,696,000, a record high for 
the month, 0% above last 
year and 12% greater than 
1970. 

Placements of cattle and 
calves on feed in the seven 
states during April totaled 
1,609,000, down 8% from 
last year and 7% less than 
April 1076. Placements 
were below last year in four 
of the seven states. Net 
placements of 1,294,000 
were down 12% from 1977 
and 14% from two years 
ago. 

Other disappearance to¬ 
taled 216,000 compared 
with 178.000 In April 1977 
and 121,000 in 1076. 

The new report looked 
constructive to everyone in 
the industry, but was 
especially bullish for feeder 
cattle prices. Fewer than 
expected feeders were 
placed in lots, possibly 
indicating there is not an 
abundance of feeders to buy 
or that stockmen wanted to 
wait to buy feeders because 
they are already selling at 
good prices. 

Lots marketed 1.695 
million during April, 9% 
above a year ago and at the 
high end of trade estimates. 
Many feeders suggest this 
figure could reduce the 
threat of bunched market¬ 
ings that many analysts had 
been anticipating for the 
end of May and early June.

Others should be hedging, only with defi¬ 
nite topping action or with upside stops. Experts are 
advising speculators to continue trading the long side of the 
market, buying on reactions and taking profits op strong 
rallies. 

live hogB performed exceptionally well last week and in 
most option8 achieved the goals outlined by most traders. 
Hog futures will eventually work higher than their current 
levels, but only after a minor price adjustment, say 
analysts. The cash hog and pork cuts seem to emit an 
appearance of being top-heavy as of this writing. Some 
expect downward price adjustment for hams and pork loins 
to put pressure on packers to buy their market hogs for dally 
slaughter at lower levels. Combining these factors with 
forecasts of field work detaining precipitation and 
over-weight hogs now at the terminals, one could only 
expect lower prices. 

A record high trading volume was set May 9 in live cattle 
and feeder cattle futures on the Chicago Mercantile 
Exchange. 

The new high volume of $1,806 contracts surpassed a 
previous high of 31,694 contracts set April 11 this year. The 
new feeder cattle record was 8836, compared to 8602 
contracts traded March 6. 

These record high volumes helped the Mercantile 
Exchange set a new, Bingle day trading volume of 66,920 
contracts May 9, the exchange told Western Livestock

Rath Packing asks employees to take 
pay cut, help ease $2.1 million loss 


WESTERN LIVESTOCK JOURNAL 


Rath Packing Co. has 
aiked 2600 employees to 

take a pay cut and give up a 
week’s vacation to help the 
slaughtering firm recover 
from a $2.1 million loss the 
past three months. 

The requests, which 
President Emmett McGuire 
said may not be a final solu¬ 
tion to Rath's financial 
problems, were made in 
letters lo workers at Rath 
plants In Waterloo, Colum¬ 
bus Junction and Indiana¬ 
polis. 


McGuire asked unions 
representing the workers to 
vote by May 22 on accep¬ 
tance of the cut9. There was 
no immediate response 
from union leaders. 

In his letter, McGuire 
asked workers to agree to 
delay until Jan. 1, 1979 any 
cost-of-living increase that 
would take effect after July 
1; hourly workers to take a 
60 cent per hour cut from 
June 5 to September 3; 
salaried employees to take a 
7% cut from June 5 to 


Colorado working on spending 
limitation law for fall ballot 


Jack Orr, long active in 
Colorado ranching and 
political circles, haB an¬ 
nounced the formation and 
goals of the Colorado 
Spending 'Limitation Com¬ 
mittee. The bi-partisan 
committee, made up of 
leaders from all walks of 
life, has organized a petition 
drive to place a spending 
limitation proposal on the 
Colorado ballot next fall. 

“Thousands of taxpayers 
and citizens are protesting 
the fact that the cost of 
government Is increasing 
faster than the cost of living; 
that more than 44% of each 
citizen’s personal income 
goes to the government 
through taxes. Taxpayers 
are asking why government 
shouldn’t set priorities and 
live within their budgets as 
private citizens are required 
to do,” said Orr in 
explaining the reasons for 
the drive. 

Orr went on to say that 


amendment would apply to 
both state and local units of 
government. At present, 
taxpayers are helpless in 
controlling such costs as 
ever-rising taxes of all 
kinds. The proposal offers a 
reasonable approach to 
gradually and certainly put 
constitutional limits on the 
amount of government 
spending. It will enable 
government officials to 
resist the ever increasing 
demands of spending by 
special interest groups and 
let private citizens keep 
more of their earnings in 
their own pockets. 

The long term objective is 
to provide similar spending 
limitations at the federal 
level and eventually lead to 
addressing the real culprit 
—the federal government. 

At least 68,040 signatures 
of qualified Colorado voters 
must be secured to Insure 
the amendment being on 
the ballot.
